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AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G.O. Rt. No. 109 /73/LBR 
dated 12-2-1973 . The only issue referred for adjudication is " Medica) 
facilities to the workers" . 

2. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and filed their Vakalaths, 

3. The contentions of the Union as per their claim statement are that 
the Golden Rock Estate is a fairly big estate, the extent of the same being 
more than 200 acres, that there are 41 permanent workers and 20 others 
employed in the estate, that the Management has refused to comply with 
the rules in force , regarding provision of medical facilities to the workers, 
although they are bound to do so , that there are no group hospitals or 
alt roate arrangeinerts made by the Management, that a demand for the 
same wasmade by the Union as early as 5-4-1972 and that inspite of con 
ciliation conferences and direct action launched by the Union , the matter 
could not be settled because of the adamant attitude of the Management . 
Che Union has also contended that there are no other medical institutions 
within a radious of five miles of the estate, that the workers are ent tled to 
get comper sat on at the rate of Rs. 100 for each worker from 5-4-1972 for 
failure of the Management to provide medical facilities in the Estate and 
that an award may be passed upholding their contentions. 

4. The contentions as per the reply statement of the Management are , 
that the reference is bad in law and facts, that the Golden Rock Estate is 
having an extent of only 150 acres, that the strength of workers is only 41, 
that the n atter of medical facilities is covered and governed by the provi 
siors of the Plantation Labour Act and Rules, that the Management has 
provided necessary medical facilities including the first aid box etc. , that 
the estate is small and has sufficient access , that it can never be consid red 
as an inaccessible estate as contemplated in Rule 33 , that there are two 
hospitals with sufficient facilities within a radious of two kilometres from the 
estite, that the Management is financially incapacitated to do more, that 
there are suficient rerned es other than a reference under the Ind istrial 
Disputes Act as provided by the Plantation Labour Act and Rules and that 
the Management is raising the above as a preliminary issue so that the 
preliminary issue may be decided first before going into the merits of the 
claim ? 

5. The Union thereafter submitted a replication in which they have 
repu liated all the contentions of the Management and then the Marage 
inert Sled a petition and an affidavit raising a preliminary issue as to the 
maintainability of the dispute which was posted for objection and hearing. 
The petition matter was thereafter heard and this court passed its decision 
declaring that it has become inevitable that there should be evidence 
regarding the inaccessibility etc , of the estate and so the preliminary issue 
vi jurisd . tion etc. , has to be decided only along with the main dispute after 
a fulie.edged adjudication

6. Aggrieved by the decision the Management of the Estate filed an 
Original Petition before the Hon ble High Court of Kerala and the Hon ble 
Mr. Justice P. Subramonian Poti pa sed h s Judgement on 1st July 1975, 
holding that " it is entirely within the discretion of the Tribunal to decide 
whether the issue as to jurisdiction should be heard as a preliminary issue, 
particularly if evidence is required in regard to such issue. I do not think 
that the order calls for interference, especially so when the reference itself 
has been made on a joint motion by the parties ..... 
His Lordship has finally observed as follows: 

But it is necessary to notice that the Tribunal was 
certainly wrong in stating in its order as follows: 
of course, inspite of the provisions of the Plantation Labour Act and 

Rules, this court is entitled to go into the ques ion and pass its own 
award and so the maintainability and jurisdiction matters raised by 
the learned counsel for the management cannot be reckoned a 

worthy of consideration . 
This is prejudging the issue, an issue . on which , according to the 

Tribunal, it has not finally spoken . When the Tribunal decided not 
to dispose of the matter piecemeal it should not have expressed aliy 
definite views as seen done in the passage quoted . Possibly this does 
not mean that the Tribunal has made up its mind . It should keep ite 
mind open and when the matter is finaliy decided this question must 
be gone in to afresh untrammelled by views expressed callier and an 
entirely independent approach on the basis of the argument on buth 
sidesmust be made. This is the only modification called for in regari 
to Ext. P2 and the petition is allowed only to that extent. The 
matter will be heard afresh by the Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey and 
in case the Tribunal feels that without evidence the issue could be 
disposed of, it is open to the Industrial Tribunal, not withstanding 
Ext. P2 order, to and dispose, of the preli ninary issue, If. on the 
other hand , evidecce is called for even in regard to the preliminary 
issue then , whether it should be heard independently ur along with 
the main issue which itself may not require much evidence is a matter 
left to the Tribunal to decide. The original petition is disposed of 
as above . Parties are directed to suffer costs in the circumstances of 

the case . " 
7. After the remission , the case was posted for appearance of parties and 
then for evidence of Union . The Union has thereafter prayed for several 
adjournments , to adduce their evidence and finally when the Union again 
requested for time the request was rejected, posting the case for Manage 
ment s evidence and hearing . At the request of the Management summons 
were issued to the Chief Inspector of Plantations, issuing notice to the Union 
and posting the case for the evidence of the Management. TheManage 
ment then examined MWI and MW2, marked Exts . Mi to M4 and closed 
their evidence. Thematter was then heard . 


8. MW1 is Shri Jacob K. Thomas. He has deposed as follows: 

Chief: I am the Chiet Inspector of Plantations since the last three years. 
Myself and the Inspectors of Plantations under me, are implementing the 
provisions of the Plantation Labour Act and the Rules . My jurisdiction is 
the whole State. There was a complaint from the Golden Rock Estate that 
medical facilities are not provided for the workers there. I have made an 
enquiry through the Inspector of Plantations, Pathanamthitta about the 
same. He has submitted his report which is marked as. Ext. Ml. The Labour 
Commissioner has asked me a report about this dispute . That report was 
submitted by me. The copy of the said report is marked as Ext. M2. I have 
sent another report in continuation of the same. That was on 1-11-1972. 
The 2nd report is marked as Ext. M3. The workers struck work demanding 
medical facilities . I have negotiated regarding that strike. But no settle 
ment could be arrived at. Therefore I have submitted my report to the 
Labour Commissioner. The extent of this estate is 155 acres, i. e., 61.05 
hectares. The report which I have received at that time was that there were 
36 tappers. After Ext. M3 also I have visited the estate. Is the estate 
acccssible or inaccessible ? (A ) It is accessible. This estate is situated on the 
southern side of Anjal-Kulathupuzha main road. On the leftern side of 
this estate the AnjalGovernment Hospital is situated . But for reaching the 
hospital a distance of 3 to 34 miles should be covered from the estate. 
There is another Panchayat hospital at Eroor . To that hospital also the 
estate people can go along the main road for a distance of 11 to 2 miles. 
For going to these hospitals there are bus services. There are K.S.R.T.C. 
bus as well as private bus. Further , I think that there is a Government 
Ayurvedic hospital on the western side of the estate. I have not gone there . 

I have asked for the clarifications since the rules are vague. But since the 
* matter is pending before the Government Kerala Plantation Medical 
Advisory Board and since their opinion is not yet known it was informed that 
the clarification will be submitted after receiving the opinion . Thematter 
is even now pending. The whole file is marked as Ext. M4. 

Cross: Exts. Mi to M3 reports are to the effect whether the employer 
should be prosecuted or not. Did you seek clarification for the usage of the 
word " inaccessible" as per Exts . MI to M3 ? (A ) It has been stated that in 
estates which are not inaccessible the employer is liable to provide medical 
facilities as per Rule 33 (4 ). A clarification is sought regarding the same. 
I have not visited the estate before Ext. Mi. I do not remember the date 
when I visited the estate after Ext. M3.. I have not sent any report on my 
visit. I have stated about the distance as per the Plantation Inspector s 
report.. When I visited the estats I felt that the distances mentioned are 
correct. But as per this file it cannot be seen whether I have verified the 
distance , It may be seen from my diary . I have not submitted a report 
to the Government regarding the verification of the distance. Anybody 
standing in front of the estate on the road can get the bus and anybody can 
coine to the estate by travelling in the bus directly . Since it was ambiguous 
whether the estate Management was liable to give the medical facilities, 
thematter was referred to the Medical Advisory Board . 
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9 . MW2 is Shri K.O. Chacko. He has deposed as follows: 

Chief: -I am the Superintendent of the Golden Rock Estate since 15 
years. It is a rubber estate . It is 150 acres in extent. Including the staff 
the number of employees come upto 49. At the initial stages of this dispute 
there were 36 tappers on the estate. This estate is situated in Eroor Village 
Near this estate there is a Government Ayurvedic Hospital and two other 
allopathic hospitals . All these are Government hospitals. The distance 
between the Ayurvedic hospital and the estate is two kilometers on the 
western side. The Government hospital at Eroor is 11 Kilometers away 
from the estate. Anjal Government Hospital is three kilometers from the 
estate. In front of the estate the tarred public road lies. That road is 
known as Anjal - Kulathupuzha Road . Transport buses and private buses are 
plying along the road . There are private buses belonging to 5 private 
Companies plying betweeen Punalur - Kulathupuzha, Quilon -Kulathupuzha, 
Erumeli - Kulathupuuzha , Chengannoor - Kulathupiizha and Varkala - 
Kulathupuzha . The gate of the estate is on the northern side. That is on 
the side of the road . There is a first aid box in the estate, 

Cross: -The distance bet.veen the road and the estate office is below one 
furlong . The opposite boundary from the road side is about 150 acres in 
extension. There is a registration of the estate in the Rubber Board . There 
is a plain ground also over and above the 150 acres. That will come upto 
two acres. 10 to 20 workers will be appointed on temporary basis for man . 
uring for 3 or 4 days. Eroor hospital has been started since 3 or 4 years. 
do not exactly remember the date . When this dispute was raised at the outset 
there was only one hospital. In none of these hospitals we have arranged 
or reserved beds for our workers . In the estate there is only the first aid box 
and no other medical facilities . On 5-4-1972 the Union has subinitted their 
demands for medical facilities. Thereafter there were conciliation conferen 
ces and direct action . There are several estates in the neighbourhood whicb 
are bigger and smaller than this estate. The small estates have arranged 
medical facilities, is it not ? (A ) I have not made enquiries. On 5-4-1972 
the workers have demanded Rs. 100 per worker as compensation for not 
maintaining medical facilities , is it not? (A ) No. Wehave not given any 
compensation for the workers. In the Ayurvedic hospital there are no iupa 
tients. The workers are not having quarters. Some of them are living 
about 1 to 14 miles away from the estate . 

10 The Plantations Labour Act, 1951 deals with the question of medica) 
facilities under Chapter III. Sec. 10 reads as follows: -- 

“ 10. Medical facilities .— ( 1) In every plantation there shall be provided 

and maintained so as to be readily available such medical facilities for 

the workers as may be prescribed by the State Government. 
(2) If in any plantation medical facilities are not provided and mainta 

ined as required by subsection (1) the Chief Inspector may cause to 
be provided and maintained therein such medical facilities, and re 
cover the cost thereof from the defaulting employer. 


to 


(3) For the purposes of such recovery the Chief Inspector may certify 

the costs to be recovered to the Collector, who may recover tho 

amount as an arrear of land revenue.” 
11. The Kerala Plantation Rules, 1959 elaborately deal with the medi 
cal facilities to be maintained in the plantations under Rules 32 to 40 respec 
tively . Rule 33 sub- rule (4 ) reads as follows: 
" Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -rules ( 1) to (3) small and 

inaccessible, plantation ; employing 350 or less workers so situated ac ! 
not to be within reasonable distance or reach of a garden hospital 
shall have , subject to the approvalof the Chief Inspector, dispensaries 
with a minimum of one detention bed if the number of workers 
enployed is between 30 and 100 and for every additional 100 workers 
or part thereof one bed more under the immediate care of a full- time 
qualified compounder but supervised and visited thrice a week by the 

nearest garden doctor" . 
12. Admittedly the estate is employing workers below 100 and above 30 . 
But to come under the purview of Rule 33 ( 4 ) it must be small and inaccese 
sible. Regarding the extent of the estate there is no much of a dispute. MW2 
the Chief Inspe tor of Plantations, has categorically affirmed that it is having 
an extent ni 155 acres, i. e., 60 and odd hectares. The contention ofMW2, 
the Superintendent of the Estate is that it is 150 acres with a plain ground 
of two acres. The contention of the Union as per their claim statement is 
that the estate is having an extent of about 200 acres. Therefore, regarding 
the size of the state there is no much of a dispute. The estate cannot be 
considered to be a big estate or a small estate . 

13. Regarding inaccessibility of the estate , even in the preliminary order 
this Tribunal has held that evidence is indispen -ably necessary . Accordingly 
opportunities were given to both the parties to adduce evidence on this 

It is quite surprising that the Union has not cared to avail this 
opportunity and adduce evidence in order to establish their case. In fact, 
alter submitting the statements the Uni n has not cared to participate in the 
adjudication sincerely and seriously . They have not examined any witnesses 
whatsoever. Even the Union Secretary was not offering himself to be 
exatnined on the side of the Union . On the other hand the Management 
has e ca uined the Chief Inspector of Plantations as MWI and the Superin 
tendent of the estate as MW2. WW1has marked Exts. MI to M3 reports 
and also the departmental file as Ext: M4 containing all these reports . 
Ext. Mi is a report submitted b ; the Inspector of Plantations, Pathanamthitta 
to the Chief Inspector of Plantations. M2 and M3 are reports submitted by 
the Chief Inspector of Plantations to the Labour Commissioner, Trivandrum . 
All these reports are regarding the medical facilities to be maintained in the 
estate. In Ext. Mi the Inspector of Plantations has categorically , affirmed 
that this estate cannot be covered under Rule 33 (4 ) since it cannot be 
considered as inaccessible . Similarly in Exts . M2 and M3 also the Chief 
Inspector of Plantations have unambiguously affirmed that the estate cannot 
be considered as inaccessible, since it is situated on the side of Anjal. 
Kulathup.zha main road and it is only three miles away from the Anja 


score . 


cown and also having the facilities of two Government hospitals , one on cach 
side of the estate , within a radious of three miles. The Chief nspector of 
Plantations, who was examined az MWI, has indisputably ad nitted that the 
estate is accessible. He has deposed as follows : 

“ ........ This estate is situated on the southern side of Anjal. 

Kulathupuzha main road . On the leftern side of this estate the Anjal 
Government hospital is situated . But lor reaching the hospital a 
distance of 3 to 34 miles should be covered from th : estate . There is 
another Panchayat hospital at Eroor. To that hospital also the estate 
people can go along the mainroad for a distance of l { to 2 miles. For 
going to these hosp ta s there are busservices. There are K.S.R.T.C. 
bus as well as private bus. Further, I think that there is a Govern 

ment Ayurvedic hospital on the western side of the estate . 

In the cross -examination he has further claribed that when he visi ed 
the estate he felt that the distances mentioned in the report of the Plantation 
Inspector are correct. He has al:o added that anybody standing in front of 
the estate on the road can get the bus and anybody can coine to the estate 
by travelling in the bus directly . 

14. MW2 Shri K. O. Chacko , the Surperint-ndent of the estate, has 
more or less corroborated the version ofMWI. Bit in :tead of miles he has 
mentioned kilometres regarding the distance of the hospitals to the estate. 
He has deposed as follows: 

" ........ This estate is situated in Eroor Village. Near his estate 

there is a Government Ayurvedic Hospital and two other allopathic 
hospitals. All these are Government hospitals. The distance 
between the Ayurvedic hospital and the estate is two kilometers on 
the western side. The Gover ment hospital at Eroor is 11 kilometers 
away from the estate. Anjal Government hospital is three kilorne ers 
from the estate. In front of the estate the tarred publc road lies. 
That road is known as Anjal-Kulathupuzha road . Transport buses 
and private

are plying along the road . There

15. The learned counsel for the Management has in his argument notes 
referred to the literal meaning of access and has stated that according to 
Chamber s 20th Century Dictionary, it means " liberty to cometo, approach " 
etc., and accessibility means thatmay be approached ” . Further in Oxford 
English Dictionary it is stated that access means " approaching o being 
approached " . Hehas also referred to Black s Law Dictionary under redi 
property law , in wh ch accessibility denotes the right vested in the owner of 
land which adjoins a road or other high way to go and return from his land 
30 the high way without obstruction . According to him this deänition is ap: 


Are 
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to the occasion , since the workers on the estate can go and return to the 
estate from the road or highway without any obstruction and the road is 
only 100 feet away from the office of the estate. 

16. In the Modern Library Dictionary of the English language , which 
was first published in America under the title “ The American College 
Dictionary” accessible means " easy of access, approachable, attainable etc.," 
and the meaning of access is given as " act or privilege of coming to , 
admittance , approach , way or means of approach etc., 

17. Now , according to the literalmeaning of the word “ accessible ” the 
concerned estate must be considered as easily approachable since it is situated 
on the side of the tarred main road known as Anjal-Kulathupuzha road and 
anybody from the estate can go to any of the hospitals admittedly situated 
within a radious of five miles along the same road and vice versa . Although 
these two witnesses were cross- examined by the learned counsel for the Union , 
the veracity of their version regarding the accessibility of the estate could 
not be discredited even for a moment. Therefore, the evidence adduced by 
these two witnesses regarding the accessibility of the estate stands unchall 
enged and unrebutted . Thus I have no hesitation to cometo the conclusion 
that the Golden Rock Estate concerned in this dispute can indisputably be 
considered as accessible in every sense of the word . Since the estate is 
considered as accessible it cannot come under the purview of Rule 33 (4 ) of 
the Kerala Plantation Labour Rules. As long as it cannot be considered as 
a small and inaccessible estate , the Management is not bound in law to 
maintain a dispensary with a minimum of one detention bed as is provided 
therein . As per Rule 33 (3 ) , in the plantations where a garden hospital/, 
dispensary or a combined garden hospital/dispensary provided under sub -rule 
( 1) is not situated , the employer shall provide and maintain so as to be 
readily available during all hours at least one first aid box or cup -board 
equipped with such contents, as may be specified by the Chief Inspector and 
the first aid box or cup - board should be kept in charge of a responsible 
person trained in first aid treatment whose services shall be readily available 
during all hours to render first aid . Admittedly such a first aid box is pro 
vided and maintained on the estate with all the equipments as specified by 
the Chief Inspector which is kept in charge of a responsible person as 
provided under law . 

18. Therefore, on any stretch of imagination I cannot come to the 
conclusion that the Management of the Golden Rock Estate is bound to 
provide anything more than what is already provided by them as medical 
facilities on the estate at present. Therefore, taking all the facts and 
circumstances into consideration I pass my award declaring that the 
necessary medical facilities to the workers are provided and maintained by 
the Management of Golden Rock Estate at present and so the concerued 
workers are not entitled to get any further reliefs . This award shall come 
into force on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gazette.

Kurukkal own an estate called Malakulam Laila Estate situated in Manjeri. 
Sri Hassainar was working as a Supervisor and the Management closed the 
estate on 14-7-1970 without giving any notice or compensation to the worker and 
this led to a dispute. The Government of Kerala being of opinion that there 
exists an industrial dispute regarding the following two issues referred them to 
this Tribunal for adjudication by order No. 804| 73|LBR dated Trivandrum , 
5-7-1973: 

1. Denial of employment to Sri V. Hassainar. 

2. The wage increase to V. Hassainar . 
2. In pursuance to the notice issued the union and the Management 
appeared and filed their statement, counter and rejoinder and they adduced oral 
and documentary evidence. After hearing both parties an award was passed 
on 28-7-1973 ordering the Management to reinstate the worker with back 
wages and continuity of service . 

3. The Management being aggrieved by this award filed O. P. 3123| 73 in 
the High Court of Kerala and by Judgement dated 23-9-1975 the award of this 
Tribunal, has been set aside and this Tribunal is directed to dispose of the matter 
afresh in the light of what has been stated in the above judgement. 

4. The union says in the statement that the estate was closed down on 
14-7-1970 and again they reopened it. He was not paid any compensation, and 
when the estate was reopened he was not given any employment also . They 
want this worker to be reinstated with backwages. 

5. Their case under issue No. 2 is that this worker is not paid wages payahle 
to an employee of his category. This issue was held against the union and there 
is no appeal and that finding holds good . 

6. In the reply statement filed by the management they say that this 
employee was not a superyisor in the estate but was only a Kariastha looking 
after the agricultural operations of their other holdings. They have a supervisor 
in the estate . This estate was closed on the basis of a memorandum of settle 
ment. Immediately before the closure they had deputed this worker to work in 
the estate; in the absence of their permanent supervisor . When the estate was 
closed down he was called back to perform the duties which he was doing earlier . 
He refused to comply with this . On the closure of the estate this worker was 
also offered the compensation but he did not accept it. So he is not entitled to 
any relief. There is a rejoinder to this. 

7. The concerned worker is ww1. He joined the estate in 1962 . Prio 
to that he was in the service of the then proprietor of the estate . He got a 
notice of closure on 11-7-1970 and at that time he was getting a monthly salary 
of Rs. 100. Though he epproached through union for re -enployment he was 
not offered any enployment. The conciliation also did not result in any settle 
ment. He is not a Kariastha under the Management. 
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6. In Cross -examination he says that this estate was owned and managed 
by the predecessor of the present owners and he appointed him . The account 
books maintained by this estate would show this . It is not true to say that he 
was only working in the estate when the permanent supervisor was absent. On 
the closure of the estate the management paid compensation to all the workers 
but he was not offered anything . 

9. WW2 is the union official. His evidence is also in accordance with the 
statement. He speaks mainly about the need for revision of wages of this worker. 

10. WW3 is another worker. wwi was the supervisor in the estate. 
After closure the management re- opened the estate but they did not employ this 
supervisor. The manager :ent closed the establishment after paying compensa 
tion to all the workers but this was not offered to this worker. It is not true to 
say that he is doing sone business on a partnership hasis with this worker and 
hence interested in giving testimony in support of this worker. 

11. MW1says that he was working as a supervisor of this estate from 1969. 
The estate measures about 42 acres. According to hire this worker was working 
as Kariastha of the proprietors of this estate. This witness fell ill for some time 
in June 1970 and during that brief period this worker was working as a super 
visor . At the time he rejoined after recovery of his illness the estate was closed, 
He asked the concerned worker to go back to his original work as Kariastha ; 
but the worker did not do so . He says in cross- examination that prior to his 
becoming a supervisor he was a driver . The estate was closed in July, 1970 and 
it was reopened only in February, 1972. 

12. MW2 says that he is managing the affairs of the estate now . MW1 
was the supervisor and the concerned employee was only a Kariastha in charge 
of cultivation of paddy , coconut, etc. This estate was closed on 14-7-1970. At 
that time he was a college student. When the estate was closed this worker was 
directed to work again as Kariastha but he refused to do so. They sustained 
loss and hence they closed the estate . 

13. After the remand order notices were issued and the parties appeared 
and filed additional statements. The management states that the statement 
of the union that the estate was reopened on or prior to 14th June , 1971 is not 
correct. The estate was reopened only in February, 1972. It is also added that 
this worker was only a Kariastha and he was deputed temporarily to the estate. 
So they say that he is not entitled to be re - employed in the estate. It is stated 
that he has no technical qualification and sufficient eye sight to look after the 
tapping work . 

14. A replication is filed by the union . In that the union says that there 
was no permanent closure of the estate. There was only a stoppage of work 
for a certain period and the work was resumed long before June, 1971. The 
stoppage of work for some time cannot be called closure. It was resorted to 
only as a measure of retallation . The compensation was not offered to all the 
workers. It is not true to say that he was only a Karlastha. That he cannot 

It is held in 
manage the estate affairs for want of eye sight is not also correct. 
the Judgment of the High Court regarding the nature of enquiry to be conducted 
hy the Tribunal in this case as follows: 


The contention urged by counsel for the petitioners is that when there 
has been a closure there is cessation of employment and when the estate 
is reopened there is no right in the employee to seek re-employment as 
such so the issue as to denial of employment is not an industrial dispute 

at all and that has not arisen ." 
15. The first enquiry in view of the above Judgment is whether there was 
closure of the estate. In the claim statement filed by the union at the earliest 
instance they say that the management closed down the estate on 14-7-1970 
without any prior intimation to the workers and it is also added that they have 
reopened the estate but they have refused to give employnent to this worker. 
This is filed on 14-7-1971. There is a reply statement filed by the management. 
Excepting a general denial of all the averments made in the claim statement 
they do not say that they have not reopened the estate as stated by the union . 
This is filed on 31-8-1971. Their present claim is that the estate was reopened 
only in February , 1972 . If this statement is correct they would have definitely 
stated in August, 1971 that the estate remained closed . This would show that 
the estate was reopened long before August, 1971, and it was functioning. The 
closure necessarily means the closure of the entire business. There must be a 
definite plea that there is closure of the business in all its entirely . There is no 
such plea and the real fact is that excepting a few months commencing from 
14-7-1970 till about juhe, 1971 it was not functioning norinally. MW2 says that 
compensation was given to all the workers and that was offered to this worker 
also . There is a settlement dated 25th September, 1970. The terms of settle 
ment reads as foliows: 

" The management representatives wanted the workers to be retrenched 
and as a compromise the union accepted the same on the management 

paying the amount shown against the names of the workers." 
The settlement would show that the management wanted to retrench the 
workers and the union accepted this retrenchment. They agreed regarding the 
amount to be paid to the various workers. There is no mention of this worker 
at all in this settlement. But the management witness says that they were 
prepared to extent the same benefit to this concerned worker also : There is only 
the oral testimony about this . If they bona fide wanted to retrench this worker 
they could have added his name also in Ext . Mi settlement and fixed his amount 
also. If the refusal was to accept the amount alone then they could have sent 
it to him . So in regard to this worker there was no retrenchment also. 

16. This being a rubber estate it will not be possible to close it down com 
pletely unless of course they have decided to stop all agricultural operations 
altogether . The evidence is that the estate is now functioning. So there is only 
a temporary cessation of work after retrenchment of some workers. Hence it 
has to be held that there was no closure of industry . Here is a worker who has 
been denied employment at first on the ground of cessation of work for some 
time. When they started it again they did not employ him . This is a pure denial 
of employment. Hence the worker is entitled to be reinstated. This concerned 
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worker was cut of job for a considerably long period. This is a small estate , 
The job is that of a supervisor and it requires the whole hearted co -operation of 
the management and the worker. This litigation for such a long period also 
would have contributed to generate some illfeeling between the parties. The 
worker is an old person . Taking all the facts available in this case into con 
sideration I find that he is to be paid compensation in lieu of reinstatement at 
the rate of one month s wages for each completed year of service. He is entitled 
to wages for the entire period of denial of employment excepting the period of 
closure from 14-7-1970 upto the end of June,1971. In calculating compensation 
he is to be deemed to be in service till the date of this award. The wages are to 
be paid at the rate of his last drawn wages.

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Government of Kerala by Order No. G. O. Rt. 1172/73/LBR dated 27-9-1973 
referred the following industrial dispute existing between the above parties 
for adjudication . The issue referred is the following: 

Is the manugement of Sankaranarayana Transport, Calicut 6 justifi 
able in denying employment to the following workers ?

2. In pursuance to the notice issued the parties appeared and filed their 
statement, counter statement and rejoinder. Thereafter the case was posted 
for oral evidence. The management was once declared ex parte and in pur 
suance to the disposal notice they appeared and field petition to set aside 
the er parte order. That was allowed. After this they took a few adjourn 
ments and then again when the union witnesses were present the inanage 
ment was not present. Again they were declared ex parte and disposal notice 
was issued . They appeared and filed petition to vacate the order . This was 
allowed un payment of costs and then the matter was posted for evidence. 
The union witnesses were ready and the management field a statement. 
And then again nobody was there to represent the management and so they 
were declared ex parte and the unions were directed to file affidavits. Both 
the unions filed amidavits. 
3. The first union says 

that they 

are only interested in the case of 
K. Govindankutty Nair, No. 1 and Shri 0. Vasu, No. 4 in the reference order. 
Shri Govindankutty Nair was employed as a conductor from 1960 onwards. 
Shri Vasu was a conductor from 1967 onwards. Both of them were denied 
employment after a strike which was called off in pursuance to an agree 
ment, between the management and the workers . Though the management 
agreed to give employment to all the workers they have not done il so . 
This is illegal and unjust. Hence the workers are entitled to be reinstated. 

4. Though the management was given every oppertunity to prosecute 
their case they have not chosen to do that. In the absence of any contra 
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evidence the evidence adduced by the union is accepted and the manage 
ment is directed to reinstate these 2 workers. But they are entitled to 
get backwages only from the date of reference . 


5. Union No. 2 says that they are interested only in the case o 
M. P. Balachandran Nair , No 6 in the reference order. Management denied 
him employment without any reason whatsoever from 1-11-1970 onwards. 
This is an illegal and unjust act. The worker had filed a Payment of Wages 
Petition before the Labour Court. 


6. He is examined as, WW1 in this case. He says that the management 
denied him employment from 1970. He was given a charge memo. He gave 
his reply. He was told that an enquiry will be conducted but actually 
nothing took place . The denial is unjust and illegal. He raised a claim 
for wages before the Labour Court and that is pending decision . He is 
entitled to be reinstated with backwages. He was . cross- examined and 
he says that there was an agitation in this industry in 1970 November. He 
denies the allegation that he has abused the manager in 1970 December. He 
has not witnessed any such incident and he has not taken part also. He 
received a letter saying that an enquiry will be conducted on 20th . He did 
not go to the office on the day appointed for the enquiry . 


7. The management since then remained ex parte and no evidence is 
adduced before this court to show that they conducted an enquiry. In the 
affidavit field by the union it is stated a petition filed by the worker 
before the Labour Court was taken on file as P. W. A. 63/71 in which he 
claims wages for the period from 1-11-1970 to 30-5-1975. In the absence of 
any evidence to show that the management dismissed him after complying 
with the legal requirements the worker is entitled to be reinstated . Hence 
he is to be reinstated . Since he mentions about the petitions filed by him 
before the Payment of Wages Authority he is entitled to claim the wages 
subject to orders passed by the Payment of Wages Au!hority from time to 
time in the applications field by the worker. He is to be reinstated . 


8. The unions have not stated anything about the other 3 workers in the 
affidavits flled by them . In the absence of any evidence no award is passed 
on inerits in respect of the three other workmen mentioned in the reference 
order . Ordered accordingly . 

I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette .

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AWARD 


1. This industrial dispute was referred by the Government of Kerala 
to the Labour Court, Quilon , under section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947, as per G.O. Rt. No. 4051 /67/HLD dated 9-10-1967 . 
In that reference, the Government stated that they are ofthe opinion that an 
industrial dispute exists between the management of Gwalior Rayons Silk 
Manufacturing (Weaving) Company Limited , Birlakootam , Calicut-8 , on 
one hand and the workmen of the above concern represented by theGwalior 
Rayon Pulp Factory Employees Union , Mavoor, Calicut-8, on the other 
hand as regards termination of the services of 1. Kannan Menon , 
2 . Kunhiraman , 3. Viswanathan Nair, 4. P. Ramachandran , 5. Man 
Singh and 6. Kunhiraman Nambiar . The Labour Court, Quilon , took 
the reference on file and numbered it I.D.94 /67 . Thereafterwards the 
Kozhikode Labour Court was formed and the Government transferred the 
matter to the file of the Labour Court, Kozhikode. From this Court it was 
renumbered as Industrial Dispute No. 12/76 . 

2. From the Quilon Labour Court itself. notices had been issued to 
both sides. Both sides had appea before the Quilon Labour Court and 
had filed claim statements . From the Quilon Labour Court, it is 
seen that two witnesses for the workmen were examined . After examining 
them , the union closed the evidence. The witness for the management was 
also examined in chief when the matter was transferred to this Court. From 
here the cross-examination of the witness for the management was completed . 
Thereafterwards, arguments are heard and the matter was taken for award . 
But later the management filed M. P. No. 52/76 and M. P. No. 53/76 . 
M. P. No. 53/76 was fir reopening the case and for receiving fresh evidence . 
M. P. No. 52/76 was a petition by which the management produced two 
documents. M. P. No. 53/76 for reopening the case was allowed and the 
documents produced as per M. P. No. 52/76 was received in evidence. 
Those two documents produced as per M. P. No. 52/76 were marked as 
exhibit E. 15 and E. 16. Altogether the Union marked three documents in 
evidence. They are exhibit W1 to W3. The managementmarked exhibits El 
to E16 . Arguments were then heard and the matter has now come for 
judgement. 

3. In the claim statement filed by the workers before the Quilon 
Labour Court, they stated that the Gwalior Rayons Pulp Factory Employees 
Union , Mavoor , represents the eroployees working in the plantation section 
of the management. It was stated that the management illegally terminated 
the services of six employees whose names I have already given in the begin 
ning . Out of this six employees, Shri Kannan Menon was an Assistant 
Protection Officer in the Plantation . He was having services with the manage 
ment for more than six months. Shri Kunhiraman was working as Assistant 
Forest Supervisor anri was having two years of service to his credit . , Shri 
Viswanathan Nair was also working as an Assistant Forest Supervisor and 
his services came to one and half years. Shri P. Ramachandran , Man Singh 
and Kunhiraman Nambiar were working as Watchman . Kunhiraman 
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area , 


Nambiar was paid Rs. 90 per month while Man Singh and Ramachandran 
were being paid Rs. 105 permonth each . Man Singh was having a service 
of two years in his credit and Shri Ramachandran had put in one and half 
years service . Kunhiraman Nambiar was having six months service with 
the management. On 4-2-1967, th : management issucd a common show 
cause notice to all the above employees r - quiring them to show cause why 
action shoud not be taken against them for committing some alleged acts of 
negligence. It was stated in that notice that the mwagement inspected the 
Kuttilpara area of the Plantation and then it was found that a lot of 
trees 

illicitely felled due to the negligence of the abovo 
employees. To this show cause notice , all the above employees 
submitted explanations. They stated that during the period of the alleged 
illicit felling , they were working in a distant area and not at Kuttilpara 

The fact that the workers were at a distant place was known to the 
management also . The plantatio:: to which the management was entitled 
was having an arca about 30,000 acres. Kuttilpara area was a place where 
the officers of the management were visiting regularly . It was being 
directly supervised by the Officers of the company. Therefore, the illicit 
felling could have happened only with the connirance of these officers and 
just for covering up their mistakes, the responsibility for the loss was put 
on the shoulders of the innocent employees above mentioned . It was further 
stated that on 15-4-1967, the management all on a sudden issued notices 
terminating the services of the above workomen . That order, the Union 
states, is highly illegal, irregular and unjustifiable. According to the Union , 
absolutely no enquiry was conducted by themanagement before issuing the 
termination order. Principles of natural justice were never adhered to by 
the management before that order was issued . It is stated that the termi 
nation of the services were against the provisions of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. Therefore, according to the Union , the employees are entitled to be 
reinstated with back wages and continuity of services. 

4. The management filed a counter-statement. It is an extremely long 
document. I am giving the relevant portions out of it b :low : 

5. First of all , the management stated that the contention of the union 
that the plantation activities of the management is only one section of the 
entire business conducted by the management, is not correct. According to 
the management, plantation is a division by itself, distinct and different 
from Pulp Division . Just like many other divisions situated in different 
parts of India either in the same State or in the different States, this Planta 
tion Division is also separate one. The Union itself has admitted this to be 
correct in various documents to which it was a party . Out of the six persons 
named by the Union , ShriKannan Menon was designated as an Assistant 
Protection Officer in the plantation division . The other officers are the 
Assistant Supervisors and Watchman who were directly under him . They 
were to protect the properties of themanagement within the areas of their 
operations. They had to submit weekly reports about the particulars of the 
work done by each of them day-to-day . On 1-2-1967, the oilicers of the 
management visited Kuttilpara area and found some logs kept ready after 


illicit cutting for transportation . Thcy were cut and stacked on the main 
road entering into the forest. Generally no officer other than the staff 
directly engaged and entrusted with protection will have to usually pass 
that way. The act of cutting, transporting sawing and stacking on the 
track side must have been carried out by the smugglers for a long number of 
days past, as it cannot be the work.of one single day. This must have been 
the work of an organised gang with whom the workers must have been in 
connivance . One of the important functions of the protection department 
of the plantation division is the protection of the company s properties by 
preventing illicit felling of trees and their removal outside the premises by 
surreptiously. The Assistant Protection Officer, Assistant Supervisors and 
the Watchman were expected to do the above work by going about within 
the area to detect such illicit felling and unauthorised removal of trees by 
bringing any such misdeeds to the notice of the appropriate authorities 
whenever detected . When the illicit felling mentioned here was detected , 
Shri M. Kannan Menon , who is number one in the list of names submitted 
by the Union , was physically present on the spot. At the direction of the 
Officer who detected it , the timber was taken into custody and Shri Kannan 
Menon himself was put in charge ofthe same to prevent their removal from 
that place. On 2-2-1967, the persons mentioned in the list gave a signed 
statement to the management wherein they stated that they were responsible 
for the protection of the company s property and they do not know how the 
illicit felling took place and sawing was done. They admitted the illicit 
felling and sawing. On the basis of this admission , the neglect of duty by 
the personsmentioned was clear and the management could have inflicted 
punishment without any further enquiry . But on 4-2-1967, the manage 
ment only issued a show -cause notice. In answer to that show -cause notice , 
Shri Kannan Menon stated that he admitted with a sense of shame that 
there was neglect of duty . He stated that he has yet to gain 
experience and skill in forest protection work . Thereafterwards according 
to the management, he voluntarily quit the services of the management. 
The other five persons tendered their written explanations to the show -cause 
notice. In that they admitted that there was illicitfelling and attempt 
at concealment of timber. But they disowned responsibility for the instance. 
The management then stated that apart from these written explanations, 
they gave further statements before the enquiry officer in which they stated 
that they have nothing more to say than what they have already stated . 
It was after considering all the material papers including the weekly 
reports of the serial numbers 1 to 3 among the persons mentioned by the 
Union , the written admission of neglect mentioned in the statement dated 
2-2-1967 , the written explanations submitted by all these six persons to the 
show -cause notice issued on 4-2-1967 and also the subsequent statements 
recorded by the enquiry officer from the persons involved , that the manage 
ment issued orders terminating the services of all the six persons. Therefore, 
according to the management, the contentions of the Union cannot be 
accepted . The persons involved had full knowledge of the charges levelled 
against them . According to the management, after the logs of timber 
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were detected , Shri Poojari, an officer of the Company brought to book 
all those connected with the illicit felling and all those who were engaged 
in the duties of protecting the area from illicit felling and removal of 
valuable felled trees from the area . It was after that the show cause 
notice as well also the enquiry against these persons (which was conducted 
by responsible persons) took place . The management stated that the 
action taken by the management was absolutely correct and legal. 
According to the management, the punishment given was deterrant in its 
character so as to prevent a recurrence of similar misconduct in future. 
Therefore, the management stated that the action taken by the management 
will have to be upheld by the Court. 

6. The Union filed a rejoinder. According to them , the plantation 
activities of the management is on.y a section of the activities at Mavoor. 
The contention of the management was that plantation is a division by 
itself is not true and is only an argument advanced to suit the contentions 
in this particular case before this Court. The place where the timber was 
stacked , was not a usual place of patrol duty. Adjacent to that place, 
quarters were being constructed to all the officers including the plan ation 
in -charge who used to visit that place very offer. The allegati n that 
the personsmencioned had admitted certain things connected with this 
illicit felling, according to the Union , is absolutely untrue. All these 
persons had no knowledge of the illicit cutting and transportation of trees 
from Kuttilpara area . The allegation that the smuggling activities were 
carried on at that area with the active connivance of the workers is also 
absolutely false according to the Union . The management s statement that 
the workers are expected to protect the properties within the area of the 
workers operation is correct. But these workers were working at distant 
areas about five miles away from Kuttilpara área . That circumstance will 
show that these workers are not at all negligent of discharge oftheir duties. 
The allegation of admission and confession of neglect of duty by these 
workers, according to this Union , is not at all true and is cnly a perverse 
twist given to the entire occurrence by the management. Actually the 
termination of services came without conducting any enquiry . The workers 
mentioned were not given any opportunity to prove their innocence at a 
fair and impartial enquiry . It is stated in the statement by the company 
that an enquiry officer recorded the statements of the workers at the enquiry. 
Such an enquiry officer and recording of statements by him , according to 
the Union , is unknown to them . The punishment as well also the order 
terminating the services were made only in violation of all principles of 
natural jnstice. Therefore, the Union stated that the action taken by the 
management is highly irregular, unjustifiable and illegal. The Union , 
therefore, reiterated their contention that the workers will have to be 
reinstated with back wages and continuity of service . 
7. The points which arises for consideration are: 
(i) . Whether the ternination of the services of the six persons 

mentioned in the reference by the Government are illegal and 

unjustifiable ? 
(ii) What is the Award to be made in this Industrial Dispute ? 
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8. I have already stated above , the facts of the case, as can be seen from 
the stateraents filed by both sides, I am not repeating those facts once 
again . The following paragraphs also must be read along with the 
preceding paragraphs to appreciate the approach made by this Court. 

9. It is now admitted by the management that there was absolutely no 
departmental enquiry , before the order terminating the services of the six 
pe sous mentioned in the reference by the Government, was made by the 
management. That admission of themanagement that there was no depart 
rental enquiry came only at the time when the case was taken up for trial. 
On the other hand, in the statement filed by the management, the manage 
ment wanted to say that the order of terraination of the services of these 
six per jors was made by the management only after the managementhad 
also gone into the statements; etc., made before the departmental enquiry 
officer. I paragr.ph 10 of the management s statement, in the end , the 
management says as follows : 

" This resulted in the aforementioned show cause notice and enquiry 

conducted against the responsible persons who were the persons 

named in tlie list of the Union . ” 
10. Such an enquiry I need not say was not conducted by the manage 
ment before the order terminating the services was made. Then in 
paragraph 8 of the min gement s counter statement, themanagement says 
that the deiinquent officers had given further statements before the enquiry 
offi er th t they had nothing more to say than they have already given by 
vay of written explanation to the show cause notice referred above. No. 
such enquiry officer or such statements made before the enquiry officer is not 
p.oduced and proved in this Case . Further in paragraph 9 of 
the counterstateinent the management says that some subsequent 
statements by the delinquent oceis were recorded by the enquiry 
ficer . In that paragraph , the management says 

that those 
subsequent statements before the enquiry officer were also looked 
into by the managem nt before the order terminating the services of these six 
persons were m de . I need not say when it is clear that absolutely no depart 
mental enquiry was conducted before the order terminating the services was 
issued ag -inst the delinquént officers such a contention by the management 
cannot be accepted . So the order issued by the management terminating the 
services of the six persons is Prima face, illegal. invalid and cannot be 
accepted as no departmental enquiry was made against these persons by the 
minement at any time. The principles of natural justice were not at 
all followed by the management in issuing a such an order. No opportunity 
was given by the management to the workers to prove before the enquiry 
officer that they are absolutely innocent az regards the allega ions made 
against them . In fact no charges have even been framed against these 
delinquent officers by the management before the order terminating their 
services ws issued to them by the minagement. There was only a 
Show Crse notice adan exulanation to the show cause notice . There was 
no formal charge against the delincurnt officers framed by the management . 


11 . The learned counsel for the management stated that the management 
can now prove before this Court that the order issuer by the management 
can be sustained if merits of the matter is given into . That was why the 
management s counsel was cross-examining the witn sses who were cxamined 
by the Union and the management had examined one witness on its behalf. 
If we go into the merits of the case, we can easily say that the manage 
ment s case is not at all strong. The only witness ex:mined on hebalfof 
the management is EWI. He says in his evidence that he himself did not 
see the occurrence mentioned . It was not he who detected offcnce in this 
matter. According to him , one Aravi..dak ha Menon had came to him and 
had told him about the occurren e . On page 4 of his deposi ion before this 
court he says that that information was conveyed to him by Aravindaksha 
Menon not in writing but orally . If that is so , if we go into the merits of 
the case, the person who saw the incident at first and carried that informa 
tion to the EWI would have been the most important witness. He does 

com to the witness box. I must say at present that is is the 
managementwho wants to prove the case against the delinquent oficers, the 
management has to sustain now the order terminating the services made 
against the delinquent officers. So the burden is upon the management to 
prove that the order made by the management terzoinating the scrvices of 
these six persons is correct. The management has not discharged that . 
duty. The EW1 has absolutely no hing to say connecting the six workers . 
mentioned in the reference by the Government with the incident alleged . 


not 


12. Now wemust understand what exactly was the incident. According 
to EWI and the management, on 1-2-1961 it was found that in the 
Kuttilpara area of the plantation belonging to the Gwalior Rayons, some 
trees were cut and the logs were stacked for transportation . According to 
the management, the six persons mentioned in the reference , were the 
persons who were to protect that area . The first among them . one Shri 
Kannan Menon was designated as an Assistant Protection Officer. Numbers 
2 to 6 were alleged to be Assistant Supervisors and watchman under him . 
Out of these, numbers 2 to 6 , numbers 2 and 3 are the Assistant Supervisors. 
Since the management s officers found out that some logs were stacked for 
transportation in Kuttilpara area , the management came to the conclusion 
that it was done due to the negligence and als connivance of the six persons 
mentioned in the reference . So two definite things are stated against the 
delinquent officers. First is that they connived in getting these trees cut and 
stacking the timber for transpoztation . That is a positive act on the part of 
these officers. The management has to adduce evidence to show that these 
persons actually connived with some others who stacked the timber for 
transportation . No such positive evidence has come frorna tlemuzagement s 
side. There is also no scope for an inference from the documents produced 
by the management that the delinquen : officers con ived with the alleged 
smugglers in cutting and stacking the timber for transportation . So that 
part of themanagement s story cannot be accepied . 
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13. Next aspect of the management s case is that the delinquent officers 
were in any event negligent and but for their negligence the trees would not 
have been cut and the logs would not have been kept for transportation . 

That they say , has to be inferred from the documents - produced by the 
management. Before we go into the question of negligence, we have to see 
the evidence of EW1 as regards the nature of the plantation which the 
Gwalior Rayons was having. In the evidence of EW1 on page 2 in examin 
ing in chief, he says that the total area of the forest which the Gwalior 
Rayons having was 30,000 acres. Out of this, one third was given under 
the protection of these workman , he says. That would mean 10,000 acres of 
forest area was to be looked after by these six delinquent officers. EWIsays 
that these officers were expected to cover the whole of the one third area . 
The enormity of the area which these persons were to look after will show 
that there is some subsistence in their case that it was not due to negligence 
of these officers that such a thing had happened . 

14. The learned counsel for the management said that there were other 
officers also for protection of the forest area . According to the learned 
counsel for the management that can be seen from a settlement between the 
officers in the plantation division of the management later on and marked 
here by the management as exhibit E 15. The learned counsel for the 
managementmay be correct in that matter. But the definite evidence of 
EW1 is that these officers viz., the Officers before this court was to look 
after one third of 30,000 acres. The other officers seen in exhibit E. 15 
(as regards the protection work of the forest area ) probably was to look after 
the other two third area of the forest. So the simple fact that there were 
some other officers are also to look after the forest area just like the persons 
mentioned in the reference does not mean that the persons mentioned 
in the reference had only a small area to 

In view of the 
definite evidence given by the EWI, one third area viz., 10,000 acres were 
to be looked after by these six persons. Under such circumstances they 
cannot be in one and the same area simultaneously and it is admitted that 
the entire area was covered with dense forests. if some trees were cut from 
some area where the protection officers were not able to keep a close watch , 
we cannot just jump to the conclusion that such a smuggling took place due 
to the negligence of the delinquent officers . 

15. The learned counsel for the management then wanted to rely upon 
some alleged confession statements given by the delinquent workers before the 
management. According to the management that can be seen from exhibit 
E. 16. Therein the last sentence on 1st page , Shri Kannan Menon , the 
Assistant Protection Officer and Shri Kunhiraman , the Assistant Supervisor 
along with the other delinquent officers say that they are responsible for 
protection , but they do not know how the felling took place and how the 
sawing was done. I need not say that. their statements about their 
responsibility for the protection work is correct. But they go on to say only 
that they do not know how the felling and sawing took place. There is no 
confession of any negligence or connivence in exhibit E. 16 . 


cover, 
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16. Then we can come to the o her documents produced by themanage 
ment. In none ofthem I fired confession of any guilt. In exhibit E3, the 
Assistant Protection Officer, viz., Shri Kannan Menon who gave that 
saten.ent says very clearly that he docs not know how this look like. 
Alter saying as much he says finally as the lat sentence that under the 
circumstances he can only plead that it may be due to a neplect of duty of 
his side. But exhibit E3 has to be react as a whole document. , In tlie last 
sentence, Shri Kannan Menon , who is no more, was only making an appli 
cation for pardon and, therefore , he h.s said that he will be constrained to 
plead a neglect of duty under the circumstances as he had no other go and 
wanted the management to pardon him . If the whole document is looked 
into , we cannot see any negligence admitted by Shri Kanu n Menon , the 
Assistant Protection Officer. In exhibit El , the explanatio given by Shri 
Kunhiraman, there is absolutely not even a statement that some neglect of 
duty can be attributed to him . That appliesalso to the explanation given 
in exhibit E4 statement given by Shri Viswanathan Nair . In the other 
documents produced by the management also , there is ab olutely no 
admission of any neglect by these deliquent officers. In the circumstances 
prevailing in this forcst area , it will be quite unfair to jump to the conclusion 
simply because some trees were cut and timber Wasst.ckea lor transportation 
by somemiscreants the deliquent officers here were negligent in performing 
their duty. When there was about 10,000 acres for them to protect ad 
they were only six in number if such a thing has happened in one place of 
a forest area , we can find fault with these officers only if it is proved by 
clear positive evidence that such an incident happened only due to gross 
negligence on the side of these officers. Even if the persons engaged in 
protection work are doing their duty correctly such incident may take place 
some time. Law - breakers will be there in the society and simply because 
something against the law has taken place , we cannot jump to the conclusion 
that the persons who were employed to look after the maintenance of law 
Were negligent in iheir duties. Therefore , the charge of the management 
now that these officers connived with smugglers is not at all true . There is 
also nothing to substantiate in the management s case with the six persons 
mentioned in the case was negligent and therefore , only the incident 
mentioned by the management took place. So if we go to the merits of the 
case also there is absolute y nothing to sustain the charge made out by the 
management. Therefore, the order of termination made by the management 
has to be set aside. 

17. Then the question is whether the deliquent officers will have to be 
reinstated in the service of the management with benefit of back -wages. 
The management stated that after the plantation area was taken over by the 
Govérnment, the Gwalior Rayons is nith.ving a plantation area and all the 
officers who were serving in the plantation are : were given the aniounis due 
to them and were sent out as per a stalement between the nan gen entnd 
the workers in the plantation area . That statement was produced by the 
management and marked as exhibit E. 15. I herefore , the managımcat 
stated that even if the orders are set aside the workersmentioned here can 
not be reinstated in service .

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18. The counsel for the union opposed this . He stated that whatever 
may be the position regarding the other workers, who were parties to the 
exhibit E. 15 settlement, the position as regards these six persons will be 
different. According to him , Gwalior Rayons Pulp Division and 
Plantation Division are only two sections ofthe same Company. He would 
say that if there is no job for these workers in the Plantation Division , they 
may be absorbed in the Pulp Division . He said that in a case before the 
Calicut Industrial Tribunal, the Industrial Tribunal, Calicut, has already 
held that the Pulp Division and the Plantation Division are only two 
sections of the same company and not different independent concerns. 

19. The question whether the Pulp Division and the Plantation Division 
is only two sections of a concern and whether it is actually two different 
concerns need not be gone into this case. The Union of workers in these 
two sections is one and the same. It is the Gwalior Rayon Pulp Factory 
Employees Union . That Union was a party to the exhibit E. 15 settlement. 
That union was the union which raised this industrial dispute. So under 
section 18 of the Industrial Disputes Act, that union as well also the workers 
in the Plantation civision will be bound by exhibit E. 15 settlement. From 
exhibit E. 15 it is found that the persons employed in the plantation division 
were given their dues and were sent away by themanagement. That 
settlement was also accepted by the Union . , So six persons mentioned in 
this reference also will not be entitled to get any reinstatement now in view 
of exhibit E. 15. They will be entitled to get their entire back -wages and 
also the benefits given to the other similar workers as per exhibit E.15 
seitlement. The amounts similar workers got as per exhibit E.15 settlement 
will have to be paid to these six persons along with the back -wages which are 
due to these six persons upto the date mentioned in exhibit E.15.. 

20. I am told that after this industrial dispute was "referred to the Court, 
Shri Kanna. Menon , the first among the list and also Shri Man Singh , the 
filh in the list died . The date of their death is not brought to my notice . 
If they died before the date of exhibit E.15 , they will be entitled to get 
their back -wages and the benefits which they would have got on the date of 
their death as per rules of the concern . The other employees will be 
entitled , as I have already said to their back -wages and all benefits which 
similar officers got as per exhibit E. 15 upto the date mentioned in 
exhibit E.15 . 

21. In result, the action taken by the management in terminating the 
services of the six persons is set aside. In view of the exhibit E. 15 sectlement 
between the Union and themanagement about the workers in the plantation 
division , these six persons cannot be reinstated but these persons will be 
given their full back -wages and other benefits as well also the benefits which 
similar officers got in view ofthe exhibit E 15 settlement. Since the date of 
death o ! Shri Kannan Menon and Shri Man Singh , serial Nos . 1 and 5 in 
the refererence is not known , it is further stated that if they died before the 
date of exhibit E. 15 , they will be entitled to get full back -wages upto the 
date of their death and what ever amounts they have to get as per rules of

the Company on their death . If their death was after the date of 
exhibit E.15, they will also get the entire benefits as regards back -wages etc., 
like other deliuquentofficers. 

22. This Award will come into force 30 days after publication of this in 
the official gazette.

ACT, 1976 
(Act 42 of 1976 ) 

AN . 

ACT 
further to amend the Warehousing Corporations Act, 1962 . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-seventh Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. Short title. This Act may be called the Warehousing Corporations 
(Amendment) Act, 1976. 

2.- Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Warehousing Corporations 
Act, 1962 (58 of 1962) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 

(a ) after clause (d ), the following clause shall be inserted , 
namely : 

"(dd ) “ nationalised bank" means a corresponding new bank 
specified in the First Schedule to the Banking Companies (Acquisition 
and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 of 1970 ) ; 

{b ) in clause (i), the words, " and includes a nationalised bank” 
shall be inserted at the end .

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3 . Amendment of section 4. - In section 4 of the principal Act, 

(a ) in subsection (1), the following proviso shall be inserted at 
the end , namely : 

“ Provided that the Central Government may, from time to 
time, by order notified in the Official Gazette , increase the 
authorised share capital of the Central Warehousing Corporation 
to such extent and in such manner as that Government may 
determine ;" ; 

(b ) in subsection (2), in the opening sentence, for the words 
" The Central Government shall" , the words " The Central Government 
shall, after due appropriation made by Parliament by law for the 
purpose," shall be substituted ; 

(c ) in subsection (4 ) , for the words " the State Bank , any 
scheduled bank” , the words “ the State Bank or any other scheduled 
bank " shall be substituted . 

4. Amendment of section 16 - In section 16 of the principal Act, in 
subsection (2), after clause (b ), the following clauses shall be inserted 
namely : 

" (c) for meeting the expenses incurred in relation to the training 
of personnel, or publicity and propaganda, for the purpose of promoting 
warehousing and storage of agricultural produce and notified 
commodities ; 

( d) for meeting the expenses, including the salary , allowances and 
other remuneration of the officers and other employees, incurred in 
relation to the administration of the Warehousing Fund.” . 

5. Amendment of section 17. - In section 17 of the principal Act, in 
subsection (2) , the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely : 

“ Provided that the General Fund shall not be applied for meeting 
the expenses referred to in clause (c) or clause (d) of subsection (2 ) of 
section 16." .

- A Warehousing Corporation shall furnish 
to the appropriate Government such returns, statistics, accounts and other 
information with respect to its property or activities as that Government 
may , from time to time, require. 

10. Amendment of section 41.- In section 41 of the principal Act, 
(a ) in subsection (2 ), 

(i) in clause ( e), for the words, brackets and figures within the 
limit specified in subsection ( 1) of section 19 " , the words, brackets and 
figures " within the maximum limit specified by or under subsection (1) 
of section 19" shall be substituted ; 

(ü ) clause (i) shall be re-lettered as clause (j), and before clause (i) 
as so re-lettered , the following clause shall be inserted , namely: 

“ (i) the form and manner in which returns, statistics,accounts 
and other information are to be furnished , under section 31 A , by 
a Warehousing Corporation ;" ; 

(b) in subsection ( 3), for the words “ if, before the the expiry of 
the session in which it is so laid " , the words " if before the expiry of the 
session immediately following the session " shall be substituted .
